1 have  the  honour  lo  submit  the  (S 7 1 h Annual  Report  ol  the  Health 
Department  upon  the  Health  and  Sanitate  Conditions  ol  the  borough  of 
J arrow,  lor  the  vear  1941,  drawn  up  on  lines  similar  to  those  ol 
previous  \ ears,  but  at  the  request  ol  the  Ministrv  ol  Health,  in  an 
abbievialed  form. 

r lie  estimate  ol  population  supplied  bv  the  Registrar  General  applies 
to  civilians  onlv  and  shows  a slight  reduction  on  that  of  1940. 

The  number  of  births  and  the  birth  rate  were  the  lowest  ever 
recorded  in  the  Borough,  and  respectivelv  exceeded  the  number  of  deaths 
and  the  death  rate,  giving  a natural  reduction  in  the  population  for  the 
first  time.  In  recent  vears  the  death  rate  has  shown  an  upward  trend 
which  is  likch  to  continue  because  of  the  senescence  of  the  population. 

The  Maternal  Mortality  rate  was  less  than  the  corresponding  rate 
for  England  and  W ales  and  as  such  is  considered  satisfactorv. 

The  Infantile  Mortalitx  Rate  showed  an  enormous  increase  over  the 
rates  prevailing  in  recent  years  and  was  in  some  part  due  to  the  abnor- 
mal conditions  under  which  the  population  was  obliged  to  live  in  the 
carlv  months  of  the  vear. 

There  was  a general  increase  in  the  death  rates  of  Pneumonia, 
Influenza,  Measles  and  W hooping  Cough . On  the  other  hand  the  death 
rates  from  Diphtheria,  and  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever  decreased  and  no  deaths 
were  recorded  from  Scarlet  Fever.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  death 
rate  from  Tuberculosis,  an  increase  which  compares  unfavourable  with 
the  increase  which  occurred  in  the  first  Great  War. 

There  was  an  increased  prevalence  of  infectious  diseases,  particu- 
larh  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough,  Pneumonia  and  Influenza. 
Diphtheria  however  was  on  the  wane  during  the  vear.  Many  children 
have  now  been  immunised  but  there  are  insufficient  numbers  immunised 
in  the  1 5 age  group,  to  prevent  further  epidemics.  The  few  notifica- 
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tions  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever,  and  Erysipelas,  showed  a 
reduction  on  previous  years,  and  while  notifications  of  non-pulmonary 
I uberculosis  were  higher  than  in  1940,  pulrnonarv  notifications  were 
about  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year. 

Considering-  conditions  obtaining  during-  1941,  particularly  the 
severe  winter  coupled  with  frequent  enemy  air  activiu  in  the  first  four 
months  of  the  year,  the  figures  and  rates,  though  showing  a slight 
general  deterioration  on  those  of  1940,  cannot  be  considered  entirely 
unfavourable,  and  the  earlv  part  ol  1942  shows  that  the  disimprovement 
is  not  likelv  to  be  repeated. 

All  projected  schemes  of  the  Local  Authority  were  necessarily  in 
abeyance  during  the  year.  Action  under  the  Housing  Acts  is  almost 
entirely  suspended  apart  Irom  the  service  of  notices  requiring  urgent 
repairs,  the  completion  of  which  arc  seriously  delaved  by  the  shortage 
of  labour  and  material.  The  condition  of  much  of  the  older  propertv 
has  deteriorated  considerable  during  the  past  two  vears  and  housing 
programmes  will  have  to  be  resumed  by  the  Local  Authority  as  quicklv 
a1-  possible  after  the  war.  Other  routine  sanitarv  work  was  reasonably 
well  maintained  during  the  vear,  despite  the  additional  Civil  Defence 
duties  which  however,  more  recently  claimed  less  of  the  staff’s  time. 

Matcrnitv  and  Child  Welfare  work  was  maintained  and  extended 
during  the  vear.  Danesfield,  the  Council’s  Maternity  Home,  was  opened 
on  November  8th  bv  Miss  E.  C.  Wilkinson,  M.A.,  M.P.,  and  should 
supply  a long  felt  want  in  the  Borough.  The  National  Milk  Scheme 
continued  to  be  operated  successfully  b\  the  Ministry  of  Food  and  the 
Ministry  also  undertook  during  the  vear,  the  supply  of  Cod  Liver  Oil 
and  Fruit  Juices  to  children  under  two  vears  of  ag_e. 

1 wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  gratitude  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  ol  the  Health  Committee  lor  their  valuable 
co-operation  and  the  keen  interest  which  they  have  taken  in  the 
administration  ol  the  Department.  I also  desire  to  lender  my  thanks  to 
all  members  of  mv  stall  for  the  efficient  and  helpful  assistance  I have- 
received  from  them  during  the  vear.

J lie  number  of  births  are  shown  in  two  forms  above: — -one  B.R. 
lor  calculating  Birth  Rates  and  the  other  I.M.  for  calculating  Infant  and 
Maternal  Mortalities. 

Any  variations  there  may  lie  between  the  Registrar-General’s  Short 
List  of  Causes  of  Death  and  the  Table  of  Causes  ami  Ages  at  Death 
compiled  locally  are  due  to  the  fact  that  in  certain  instances  the  Registrar- 
General  obtains  iuller  information  from  the  certifying  medical  prac- 
titioners which  enables  him  to  classify  deaths  with  greater  accuracy. 

REMARKS  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  estimate  of  the  population  of  the  Borough  for  1941  supplied  by 
the  Registrar  General  is  an  estimate  of  the  civilian  population  only,  and 
non-civilians  are  excluded  from  all  statistics.  This  estimate  shows  a 
decrease  of  110  on  the  estimated  population  for  1940. 

The  total  of  454  births  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  the  Borough 
and  likewise  the  Birth  Rate  of  10.51  is  a new  low  record.  The  number 
oi  births  is  82  less  than  in  1940  and  57  less  than  in  1938  when  the 
previous  lowest  record  was  reached.  This  represents  a reduction  of 
11.15%  on  the  numbers  of  births  in  193S.  For  the  first  time  a natural 
decrease  in  the  population  was  experienced,  deaths  exceeding  births  by 
11.  The  National  Birth  Rate  for  1941  is  14.2. 

There  was  an  absolute  increase  in  the  number  ol  deaths  by  33  com- 
pared with  1940,  and  the  death  rate  has  increased  to  16.91.  The  Death 
Rate  shows  an  upward  trend  since  1938,  and  is  likely  to  continue  rising 
because  of  the  ageing  of  the  population. 

An  \real  Comparability  Factor  is  not  supplied  by  the  Registrar 
General  this  t ear,  so  that  a corrected  Death  Rate  cannot  be  given. 
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1 he  Maternal  Morlalilr  Rate  for  1941  was  2.10  per  1 ,000  total  live 
and  still  births  and  is  the  best  local  rate  since  1938.  I lie  one  death 
occurred  from  Puerperal  Sepsis.  The  National  Rate  for  the  year  was 
2.23. 

Ihe  In  la  n tile  Mortality  Rate  lor  the  rear  wa>  128.32.  I lie  total 
number  ol  in  I ant  deaths  is  the  highest  since  1936  and  the  rate  is  the 
"highest  since  1919.  Several  factors  were  responsible.  The  winter  was 
an  exceptionally  severe  one;  there  was  a general  increase  in  the  inci- 
dence ol  respiratory  diseases  in  addition  to  epidemics  ol  Measles  and 
\\  hooping  Cough;  owing  to  enemy  activity  people  were  obliged  to  resort 
to  conditions  of  overcrowding  both  in  then  homes  and  in  their  shelters, 
conditions  favourable  to  the  spread  of  respiratory  diseases;  lastly,  two 
of  the  Health  Visitors  were  absent  for  lengthy  periods  through 
illness.  Pneumonia  and  Bronchitis  together  with  Measles  and  Whoop- 
ing Cough  were  in  the  main  reponsible  for  the  increased  rate.  The 
neonatal  deaths  decreased  from  45%  of  the  total  deaths  under  one  year 
in  1940  to  31%  in  1941,  so  that  the  increase  in  the  deaths  occurred  in 
infants  between  one  month  and  one  rear.  The  Crange,  West  and  East 
Wards  were  the  districts  showing  the  greatest  increase.  The  National 
Infantile  Mortality  Rate  for  1941  was  59  which  also  show  s an  increase 
on  that  of  1940. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  has  risen  from  34  in 
1940  to  42  in  1941.  The  rate  show  s an  increase  also  from  1.23  in  1940 
to  1.53  in  1941.  A comparison  between  this  increased  rate  and  that 
which  obtained  in  the  similar  rears  of  the  last  war  is  interesting.  The 
rate  in  the  commencing  rears  of  both  wars  is  expressed  as  1,000.

The  increase  in  the  rate  for  1941  is  largely  due  to  the  increase  of 
deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

I he  Cancer  Death  Rate  shows  little  evidence  of  increasing  and 
deaths  from  Cancer  formed  only  8 8%  of  the  total  deaths.  The  Pneu- 
monia Death  Rate  rose  for  the  first  time  since  1937,  and  Influenza  also1 
showed  a marked  increase.  Owing  to  epidemics  the  death  rates  from 
Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  showed  an  increase  during  the  rear, 
whilst  the  Diphtheria  Rate  and  C'ercbro  Spinal  Fever  decreased  and  no 
deaths  occurred  from  Scarlet  Fever.  Deaths  from  road  traffic  accidents 
and  other  violent  causes  showed  a considerable  increase  on  1940. 
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IV.  General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area. 


Laboratory  Facilities.

Ambulance  Facilities. 

I he  Corporation  now  possesses  two  motor  ambulances.  The  new 
ambulance  purchased  in  December,  1939,  is  used  for  general  cases,  and 
t hi  older  one  is  reserved  for  removal  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  to 
the  Isolation  Hospital.  Since  the  Fire  Brigade  became  the  National 
Fire  Service,  the  maintenance  of  these  vehicles  has  passed  to  the  Health 
Committee  and  thev  are  now  garaged  at  the  Isolation  Hospital.  During 
the  vear  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Association  replaced  the  two  ambu- 
ances  the\  possessed  with  a single  new  ambulance.  These  facilities  are 
adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  borough.

Maternity  Services. 

I he  clinics,  with  the  time  at  w hich  they  are  open,  are  given  abov  e. 
Maternity  and  Child  W'ellare  Clinics  were  continued  at  Acca  House, 
w hilst  Bede  Burn  Road  Clinic  was  only  used  for  the  distribution  of  dried 
milk.  In  co-operation  with  the  Ministry  of  Rood,  their  dried  milk  was 
issued  at  both  the  above  centres,  in  addition  to  that  distributed  under 
the  Council’s  scheme.  In  December,  the  local  practitioners  withdrew 
their  services  at  the  Ante-Natal  Clinics. 

L'nder  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2520,  issued  on  November  5th, 
1941,  arrangements  were  made  and  put  into  eiVect  for  the  distribution  ol 
cod  liver  oil  and  fruit  juices  to  children  under  two  years  ol  age,  the 
preparations  being  supplied  bv  the  Ministry  of  Food  and  distributed  at 
Acca  House  and  Bede  Burn  Road  Clinic.  The  total  number  of  applicants 
under  the  scheme  up  to  January  29th,  1942,  w as  569. 

Institutional  Provision  for  Mothers  and  Children. 

The  agreement,  outlined  in  previous  reports,  between  the  Princess 
Mary  Maternity  Hospital  and  the  Borough  Council  continued  during  the 
year.  L'nder  the  agreement  21  eases  were  admitted  there  in  1941. 

During  1941,  a number  of  emergency  and  necessitous  maternity 
cases  were  also  admitted  to  the  South  Shields  Ceueral  Hospital.  Nine 
such  eases  were  admitted  during  the  year. 

In  December,  1940,  the  Council  purchased  Danesfield,  Bede  Burn 
Read,  as  a Maternity  Home.  The  task  of  adapting  and  equipping  the 
building  proceeded  during  the  year,  as  also  the  erection  of  an  additional 
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block  lo  provide  an  isolation  ward.  Miss  F.  M.  Marlow,  S.R.N.,  S C M 
was  appointed  Matron,  in  August,  1941,  and  look  up  duties  inOrtober! 

I'be  opening  ceremony  took  place  on  November  8th,  1941.  in  the 
presence  of  a distinguished  company,  and  was  performed  by  Miss  F.  C. 
W ilkinson,  M.A.,  M.P.,  to  whom  a present  of  a silver  gilt  key  was 
made  In  His  Worship,  I he  Mayor,  Alderman  D.  F.  Riley.  The  first 
patient,  at  a later  date,  was  presented  with  a layette  by  the  ex-Mayoress, 
Mrs.  Alderman  Riley. 

W hen  the  additional  block  has  been  completed,  there  w ill  be  a total 
oi  nine  beds,  exclusive  of  two  isolation  beds.  Private  practitioners  are 
allowed  the  use  of  four  beds  per  month,  and  an  ante-natal  clinic  is 
conducted  on  Friday  afternoons  by  the  Council’s  Medical  Officer. 
Patients  are  admitted  on  a scale  charge  according  to  income,  with  a 
maximum  charge  ol  10  - per  diem.  The  services  of  a Newcastle  specialist, 
Professor  F.  Murray,  are  available  in  case  of  need.  The  following 
particulars  relate  to  the  period  November  8th  to  December  31st,  1941.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — There  were  no  important  extensions  of 
sewerage  in  1941  or  improvements  in  the  character  and  sufficiency  of 
the  arrangements  for  drainage,  sewerage  or  sewage  disposal. 

Rivers  and  Streams. — The  sewage  of  the  town  is  discharged  into 
the  Rivers  l'vne  and  Don  without  anv  treatment.  This  has  been  com- 
mented upon  in  previous  reports,  but  there  have  been  no  developments 
yet  to  check  the  extent  of  the  pollution  of  the  rivers,  although  a joint 
Committee  of  Tyneside  Authorities  has  considered  the  whole  question  of 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  in  the  Tvneside  area. 

Closet  Accommodation. — The  water  carriage  system  operates  in 
the  Borough.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  approximated  8,149 
w ater  closets  and  19  ash  closets  in  the  district.  'The  few  remaining  ash 
closets  are  in  isolated  places. 

Public  Cleansing.  The  arrangements  for  public  cleansing  con- 
tinued as  outlined  in  previous  reports.  Refuse  is  collected  be  motor 
and  horse-drawn  refuse  collection  vehicles  and  disposed  of  bv  controlled 
tipping.  The  campaign  to  salvage  all  classes  of  waste  material,  e.g. 
paper,  metal,  bones,  kitchen  waste,  etc'.,  to  assist  the  war  effort,  con- 
tinued during  1941.  Salvage  is  sorted  at  the  Council’s  Depot  and 
disposed  ol  through  trade  channels.  Refuse  collection  and  disposal  and 
tin  salvage  campaign  are  iit  the  hands  of  the  Borough  engineer’s 
Department .

These  premises  remained  closed 
for  some  time,  being  occupied  by  the  Civil  Defence  Authorities  as  a 
station  for  the  Rescue,  Demolition  and  Decontamination  Services.  Later, 
these  services  were  transferred  to-  another  Depot,  and  the  Swimming 
Bath  was  used  for  the  storage  of  water  for  emergency  purposes,  until 
the  middle  of  1941,  when  the  swimming  bath  was  re-opened  to  the 
public,  the  water  now  being  chlorinated. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs.— Disinfestation  treatment  of  verminous 
houses  was  continued  on  the  same  lines  as  stated  in  previous  reports.  A 
total  of  30  houses  wrere  treated,  96  sulphur  candles  being  issued. 

Schools. — No  Public  Elementary  School  was  closed  during  the  year 
to  prevent  the  spread  of  infectious  disease.  School  children  who  are 
contacts  with  cases  of  infectious  disease  are  excluded  trom  school  lor 
the  necessary  period  and  notices  of  exclusion  are  sent  to  the  Head 
Teachers  and  School  Attendance  Officers.  As  mentioned  in  previous 
Annual  Reports  certain  of  the  older  schools  require  the  installation  of 
modern  sanitarv  equipment  to  replace  the  existing  services.

destruction  and  damage  of  property  as  the  result  of  enemy  air  attacks 
has  complicated  the  whole  question  of  housing  and  overcrowding,  and 
housing  and  re-planning  schemes  will  be  among  the  most  important  and 
urgent  problems  ol  Local  Authorities  in  post-war  reconstruction.

Where  samples  of  designated  milk  failed  to  comply  w ith  the  stan- 
dards specified  bv  the  Regulations,  the  matter  was  taken  up  with  the 
retailer  and  producer  and  where  necessary,  the  appropriate  licensing 
authority,  with  a view  to  obtaining  improvements  in  production  to  ensure 
that  all  designated  milk  sold  in  the  Borough  complied  with  the  requited 
standards.  Samples  of  nan-designated  milk  are  for  the  purpose  of 
comparison  submitted  for  examination  as  samples  of  accredited  milk  and 
are  included  in  the  above  table  as  such.  Where  these  samples  of  non- 
designated  milk  proved  to  be  of  unsatisfactory  bacteriological  standard, 
the  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  local  producers,  or  where  the  source 
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oi  pi oduction  was  outside  the  Borough,  the  procedure  ol  communicating' 
with  the  Medical  Ollicer  ol  Health  of  the  district  concerned  and  inviting 
Ins  co-operation  to  improve  the  Cjuality  ol  the  supply  was  continued  as 
in  former  years. 


1 here  is  one  establishment  licensed  to  carry  on  the  process  of 
pasteurising  milk  and  the  premises  have  been  visited  frequently  and 
the  recording  charts  examined,  and  periodically  samples  of  the 
pasteurised  milk  have  been  submitted  for  plate  count  examination  under 
the  Regulations.

1.  Sample  ol  pooled  milk  Ironi  wholesale  firm  outside  the  Borough. 

flie  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  area  concerned  was  informed 
but  the  nature  of  the  milk  prevented  the  exact  location  of  the 
source  of  contamination. 

2.  Sample  front  farm  outside  the  Borough.  file  Medical  Officer  of 

Health  of  the  County  concerned  was  informed  and  an  investiga- 
tion w as  made  by  a Divisional  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Agri- 
culture and  fisheries  who  reported  that  clinical  examinations  were 
made,  and  further  samples  from  the  herd  were  submitted  for 
biological  test  w hich  proved  negative,  and  that  the  original  con- 
tamination mav  have  been  due  to  intermittency. 

3.  Sample  from  larm  within  the  Boiough.  The  County  Medical  Officer 

ol  Health  was  informed  and  an  investigation  made  by  the 
Divisional  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  ol  Agriculture  and  Fisheries 
who  reported  that  one  cow  was  slaughtered  under  the  Tuber- 
culosis. Order,  1938,  and  the  sample  from  the  remainder  of  the 
herd  proved  negative  on  biological  examination.

Ol  tlu'  retail  purveyors  registered,  88  are  registered  lor  the  sale  ol 
bottled  milk  onlv,  i.e.  the  milk  is  sold  onl\  in  the  closed  and  unopened 
bottle in  which  it  is  delivered  to  tlu-  premises.  This  applies  to  l hi* 
majoritv  ol  small  general  dealers  shops  in  which  open  milk  could  onlv 
be  sold  with  serious  risk  ol  contamination. 

Idle  premise’s  registered  Jiave  been  visited  during  the  vear  to 
ensure  that  the  conditions  under  which  milk  is  sold  are  satisfactory  and 
registrations  amended  where  necessary. 

I he  eight  dairv  farms  in  the  Borough  have  also  been  visited 
periodically  during  the  vear. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

Inspection  ol  Meat  and  Slaughterhouses. 

The  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938. 

The  Public  Health  (Meat  Regulations),  1924. 

No  premises  ip.  the  Borough  are  iicensed  for  use  as  slaughterhouses 
under  Section  s7  ol  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938. 

I he  Livestock  (Restriction  on  Slaughtering)  Order,  1940,  made  by 
the  Minister  of  Food  under  emergency  powers,  prohibits  the  private 
slaughtering  of  livestock  for  human  consumption,  the  Minister  being  the 
sole  purchaser  ol  .til  fat  stock  for  slaughter.  I he  stock  is  slaughtered 
it.  selected  slaughterhouses  and  the  meat  distributed  through  the  Whole- 
sale* M -ai  Supplv  Associations,  acting  as  agents  ol  the  Minister,  to 
the  retail  trade. 

idle  selected  slaughterhouse  for  this  Area  is  the  Public  Slaughter- 
house at  South  Shields  from  which  meat  is  transported  to  Jarrow  and 
distributed  to  the  retailers,  the  allocation  being  based  on  the  amount  of 
the  meat  ration  and  the  number  of  customers  registered  with  each 
retailer.  I he  local  distribution  is  under  the  control  ol  a committee  of 
tlu*  retail  butchers. 

I he  distribution  is  kept  under  supervision  to  see  that  the  provisions 
of  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations  relating  to  the  handling,  cover- 
ing and  transport  of  meat,  arc  complied  with. 

No  slaughtering  therefore  is  allowed  in  the  Borough,  except 
occasional  slaughtering  for  home  consumption  under  licence  of  the  local 
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uH'r'c  ol  the  Ministry  ol  Food.  Licences  were  granted  during  the  vear 
lor  i lie  slaughter  ol  eight  pigs  whirl;  were  all  inspected  for  fitness  for 
human  > onsumptton,  and  the  owners  advised  accordingly.  One  carcase 
was  found  to  be  all ected  with  generalised  tuberculosis  and  was  surren- 
dered lor  destruction. 


Inspection  of  Shops,  Stalls,  etc. 

Periodical  inspections  are  made  to  see  that  the  rules  relating  to 
cleanliness,  specified  In  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  are 
observed  in  shops  w here  meat  is  sold.  There  are  no  meat  stalls  in  the 
Borough . 

Inspection  of  Food  Preparing  Places. 

Sections  13  and  14  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1338. 

Periodical  visits  have  been  made  to  food  preparing  places  under  these 
Sections  ol  the  Act  which  specify  certain  sanitary  requirements  designed 
as  precautions  against  the  contamination  of  food,  although  the  reason- 
able enforcement  ol  these  provisions  is  restricted  bv  present  circum- 
stances. During  the  year  a circular  letter  on  “Precautions  against  the 
Spread  ol  Alimentary  Inlections’’  was  distributed  to  all  shops  and  other 
premises  in  the  Borough  where  food  is  handled  emphasising  the  need 
for  cleanliness  in  the  handling  of  food  and  drink,  including  milk,  in 
order  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  diseases  commonly  conveyed  by  food, 
viz.,  typhoid  and  paratyphoid  fevers,  dysentery,  food  poisoning  and 
intestinal  parasitism.  323  premises  were  visited  in  this  connection.

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Samples  Below  Standard.— The  Public:  Analyst  certified  the  l'ollow- 
iug  samples  to  be  below  standard:  —

\nalysl ’s  observations  : — “When  judged  by  the  standard  lor  non- 
Inin  solids  in  milk  set  up  in  the  Sale  of  Milk  Regulations,  1939,  this 
sample  is  deficient  in  noo-iatty  solids  to  an  extent  which  corresponds  to 
the  addition  of  12.0%  of  water.” 

Proceedings  w ere  instituted  against  the  vendor  who  was  convicted 
and  lined  £5  and  ordered  to  pav  £3  19s.  costs.  No  warranty  was  pleaded 
in  defence. 

Sample  No.  25 — Milk — formal.  Fat  2.90%.  Non-fatty  solids  8.64%. 
Sample  No.  28 — Milk — formal.  Fat  2.95%.  Non-fatty  solids  8.96%. 

Analysis’s  observations: — “Neither  of  these  samples  are  sufficiently 
below  standard  to  warrant  the  institution  of  proceedings,  but  the  vendors 
should  be  noted  for  further  sampling.” 

I he  vendors  w ere  warned  by  letter  after  further  samples  taken 
proved  genuine. 

Sample  No.  14 — Onion  Powder — informal. 

Analysts’s  observations: — “This  is  an  artificial  preparation  which 
contains  no  tissues  derived  horn  the  onion,  therefore  it  is  not  a sample  of 
genuine  onion  pow  der,  ” 

The  vendor  was  warned  by  letter  on  the  instructions  of  the  Local 
Authority. 

Sample  No.  15 — Camphorated  Oil— Informal. 

Camphor— 18.08%.  Olive  Oil— 81.92%. 

Analvsts’s  'observations: — “According  to  the  British  Pharmac- 
opoeia, Camphorated  Oil  should  contain  not  less  than  19.0%  of  camphor. 
Therefore  this  sample  is  deficient  in  camphor  to  the  extent  of  4.90°  .” 

The  vendor  was  warned  by  letter  on  the  instructions  of  the  Local 
Authority. 

Sample  No.  35 — Dried  Fgg — Formal. 

Analyst’s  observations: — “In  my  opinion  this  sample  is  not  a 
sample  of  genuine  Dried  Fgg,  in  that  it  is  a mixture  of  96.0%  of  wheat 
Hour  and  4.0%.  of  dried  egg.  Furthermore,  the  claim  that  one  ounce 
mixed  with  four  tablespoons  of  water  is  equal  to  twro<  eggs  has  noi  found- 
ation in  fact;  one  ounce  of  this  sample  contains  the  equivalent  of  rather 
less  than  one-fifth  ounce  of  liquid  egg,  while  twer  eggs  ol  average 
weight  would  contain  nearly  two  and  three-quarters  of  an  ounce  of 
liquid  egg.” 


Proceedings  were  instituted  against  the  vendor  who  was  convicted 
and  lined  £5  and  ordered  to  pa\  £8  19s.  costs,  No  proper  warranty 

was  pleaded  in  defence  as  laid  down  in  Section  84  ol  the  Food  and 
Drug's  \ct,  1988. 

Sample  No.  87  Margarine,  Special — Informal. 

(ienuine  Margarine  l ( X) ' ’o . 

Analyst's  observations:  “ this  sample  is  not  a sample  which  could 
properly  be  described  as  “Special  Margarine."  Although  it  is  not  pos- 
sible to  sa\  from  the  analvtical  data  that  there  is  anv  adulteration  and 
theta  lore  the  description  Margarine  applies,  there  can  be  no  doubt  from 
consideration  of  the  appearance  and  texture  of  the  sample  that  it  is  a 
sample  ol  Standard  Margarine,  and  not  Special  Margarine.” 

\ I ter  consideration  bv  the  Local  Authority  and  Food  Control  Com- 
mute) this  matter  was  referred  to  the  Ministrv  ol  Food. 

Artificial  Cream.  (Food  N Drugs  Act,  1988,  Sects.  27  29). 

There  are  no  premises  in  the  district  to  which  these  sections  of  the 
Act  relating  to  the  sale  or  manufacture  of  artificial  cream  applies.  One 
factory  producing  a confect ioncrv  filling  has  been  periodically  inspected 
under  Section  18  ol  the  Act. 

The  Public  Health  (Condensed  Milk)  Regulations,  1923  and  1927. 

The  Public  Health  (Dried  Milk)  Regulations,  1923  and  1927. 

No  samples  were  submitted  for  analysis  under  these  Regulations 
which  specify  standards  and  lalc-ls  for  the  difi’erent  grades. 

The  Public  Health  (Preservatives,  etc.,  in  Food)  Regulations,  1925  to 

1939. 

These  Regulations  control  the  tvpe  and  amount  of  preservative 
yy  hich  may  be  used  in  certain  articles  of  lood.  All  samples  of  food  sub- 
mitted for  analysis  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  complied  yvith  the 
requirements  of  these  Regulations. 

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Food. 

Chemical  examination  of  food  is  undertaken  bv  the  Public  Analvst, 
C.  J.  H.  Stork,  Esq.,  R.Sc.,  F.I.C.,  of  Darlington. 

Biological  and  Bacteriological  examinations  are  undertaken  at  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  King’s  College,  Nervcastle-upon-Tvne. 

Civil  Defence  - Food  Decontamination  Service. 

During  tin'  year  further  attention  yy  as  given  to  the  scheme  for  the 
treatment  of  gas  contaminated  foodstuff's  and  recruits  were  enrolled 
from  the  food  trades  for  this  service. 
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VIM.  Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over,  Infectious 

and  other  Diseases. 


During  1941  there  were  no  alterations  in  the  list  of  notifiable 
diseases.  The  total  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  diseases 
received  during  the  year  was  1,313,  compared  with  643  in  1940. 
Measles  and  Whooping  Cough,  which  became  notifiable  in  October, 
1939,  were  responsible  for  601  and  348  notifications  respectively,  com- 
pared with  223  and  26  in  1940.  Pneumonia  notifications  increased  from 
120  in  1940  to  158  in  1941.  Notifications  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis 
increased  by  9 from  18  to*  27. 

Reductions  occurred  in  the  number  of  notifications  of  Diphtheria, 
Erysipelas,  Scarlet  Fever,  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever.  The  notifications  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  one  more  than  in  1940,  No  cases  of 
puerperal  pyrexia  were  notified;  neither  were  there  any  cases  of  Small- 
pox, Encephalitis  Lethargica,  Enteric  Fever  or  Malaria. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  close  am  schools  during  the  year  on 
account  of  infectious  diseases. 

1.  Scarlet  Fever. 

The  total  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  year  was  7,  the  lowest 
figure  in  the  Borough  since  1932.  No  return  cases  occurred  during  the 
vear.  The  disease  was  of  a mild  character  and  no  deaths  were  recorded. 

2.  Diphtheria. 

During  the  vear  96  cases  were  notified  as  against  143  in  1940. 
Most  of  the  cases  were  notified  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  and  more 
than  one-third  were  in  the  5 — 10  age  group.  Five  deaths  from  diphtheria 
were  recorded.  The  immunisation  work  commenced  in  December,  1939, 
continued  during  the  year,  the  material  being  obtained  from  King's 
College,  Newcastle,  under  the  arrangements  set  out  in  Ministry  of 
Health  Circular  2230.  The  following  are  statistics  of  the  children

29  notifications  concerned 
children  under  one  year  of  age,  34  children  1 3 years  ol  age  and  21  the 

age  group  45  -65.  A total  of  31  deaths  were  recorded  Iron)  I’nueinonia. 

There  are  no  existing  facilities  for  the  typing  of  pneumococt  i or 
for  the  provision  of  appropriate  type  sera.

601  Notifications  were  received  compared  with  223  in  1940.  Prac- 
tically all  the  cases  occurred  in  the  first  eight  months  of  the  vear  and 
the  distribution  was  uniform.  Seven  deaths  were  recorded. 
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9.  Whooping  Cough. 

348  Notifications  ol  Whooping  Cough  were  received  during  1941, 
a considerable  increase  on  1940,  when  20  cases  were  notified.  Almost 
all  cases  were  children  under  10  years  ol  age.  Seven  deaths  were 
recorded. 

10.  Tuberculosis. 

The  total  number  ol'  new  cases  ol  tuberculosis  notified  during  1941 
was  77,  pulmonary  50  and  nan-pulmonary  27.  The  pulmonary  form 
shews  an  increase  ol  one,  whilst  nan-pulmonary  shews  an  increase  of 
nine  on  the  1940  figures,  when  the  new  cases  totalled  67,  pulmonary  49 
and  nan-pulmonary  18. 

"file  total  number  of  deaths  recorded  from  tuberculosis  during  the 
year  w as  42,  pulmonary  34,  non-pulmonary  8,  compared  with  a total  of 
34  in  1940,  pulmonary  27,  non-pulmonary  7,  The  death  rate  from  all 
forms  ol  tuberculosis  per  1,000  population  was  1.53  which  shews  an 
increase  from  the  figure  of  1.23  in  1940.  The  pulmonary  fraction  of  the 
total  death  rate  was  1.23  per  1,000  compared  w ith  0.98  in  1940,  and  the 
non-pulmonar\  0.29  compared  with  0.25  in  1940. 


In  all  cases  of  infectious  disease  occurring  within  the  Borough  and 
requiring  removal  to  hospital,  the  Sanitary  Inspector  visits  the  house 
and  carries  out  am  necessary  disinfection  and  advises  as  to  the  proper 
precautions.

In  January  of  the  year,  inquiries  were  made  at  all  the  farms  and 
pig  keepers’  premises  in  the  Borough,  to  ascertain  if  any  cattle,  sheep, 
pigs  or  goats  had  been  received  on  the  premises  during  the  previous  six 
days,  from  Northern  Ireland  or  the  Isle  of  Man.  No  animals  had  been 
received. 

Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  (Infected  Areas  Restrictions)  Order  of  1938. 

Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  (Controlled  Areas)  Order  No.  3,  1941. 

The  Borough  of  Jarrow  was  included  in  the  Controlled  Area  stated 
in  this  Order. 

Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  (Infected  Areas)  Special  Order  No.  97. 

The  Borough  of  Jarrow  was  included  in  the  Infected  Areas  stated 
in  this  Order. 

Forty-nine  visits  were  made  to  stockowners’  premises.  Eighteen 
Movement  Licences,  including  ‘Occupation’  Licences  were  granted  and 
withdrawn  as  required.  Copies  of  the  pamphlet  on  ‘Foot  and  Mouth 
Disease’  issued  bv  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  were  distri- 
buted to  stockowners.  Subsequently,  the  Borough  ceased  to  be  included 
in  tile  Infected  Area,  and  later  ceased  to  be  included  in  the  Controlled 
Area. 

Preventive  Orders. 

Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  (Packing  Materials)  Orders.  1925  and  1926. 

The  premises  where  packing  materials  are  received,  and  stock- 
owners’  premises  have  been  visited.  In  one  t'ase,  packing  straw  was 
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being  removed  contrary  lo  the  Order;  the  person  was  warned  and 
instructed  to  destroy  the  straw.

Kitchen  Waste  (Licensing  of  Private  Collectors)  Order  of  1941. 

The  Borough  of  (arrow  is  included  in  the  Scheduled  Area  in  this 
Order.  In  a Scheduled  Area,  the  collection  of  kitchen  waste  is  prohibited, 
except  In  Local  Authorities,  exempted  classes  of  Stock-keepers,  and 
persons  licensed  In  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.

A stock-keeper  reported  a cow  suspected  to  be  suffering  from 
Tuberculosis.  The  premises  were  visited,  and  Form  A was  served 
requiring  the  detention  and  isolation  of  the  cow,  and  prohibiting  the  use 
of  the  milk  from  same.  The  animal  w as  examined  by  the  Veterinary 
Inspector  and  found  not  to  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis.  Form  A was 
withdrawn. 

A copy  of  a Notice  requiring  the  cleansing  and  disinfection  of  a 
cowshed,  follow  ing  the  slaughter  of  an  animal  under  the  above  Order 
was  received.  The  premises  were  visited  and  the  owner  given  the 
necessary  instructions. 

The  Warble  Fly  (Dressing  of  Cattle)  Orders  of  1936-1940. 

A letter  was  sent  to  all  cattle  owners  in  the  Borough  calling  attention 
to  the  requirements  of  these  Orders,  and  enclosing  a copy  of  the 
pamphlet  on  the  ‘Ox  Warble.’ 

Swine  Fever  Orders,  1938-1940. 

All  tbu  piggeries  in  the  Borough  have  been  visited. 

A farmer  reported  the  death  of  a pig  on  his  premises.  On  investiga- 
tion it  was  found  that  the  pig  had  died  from  natural  causes. 

A pig-keeper  reported  the  death  of  a pig  on  her  premises.  The 
premises  were  visited  and  inquiries  made.
